tensive coal mines at Nanaimo, whence 
their coal ia obtained at ft low rate, and 
thoy liavo no duty to pay, Why, thou, 
should eonaumer bo obliged to pay such an 
oulra^ouuB price for the gas!

The 
Allen Co. aro building two stoamors that 
will require 20 feet in excess of llie room 
aUbrdod by t.lio t^icboc dock. It is be- 
lieved that that company will be subsidiz- 
ed to run steamers between Victoria and 
China and .fapan. ^',mv, tho Esquimalt 
dock, if built on the present plans, will ho 
e.x.'ictly 100 feet shorter than tho Quebec 
dotk and, therefore, of little or no use to 
tho modern-built maritio. Tho dock at 
Esquimalt should be longtliencd whihj it- 
can be done cheaply. In width it ro- 
qniroa no ch.-inge. If it is linished on ex- 
isting linoa, to lengthen it afterwards 
would be very e-tpeiisivo. This important 
dofoct should be [jointed out to tho Do- 
minioji (iovornment aa spoodily aa pos- 
siblo, HO that the ImporirtI Government 
may bo moved to assist in a change which 
would seoin to be unavoidable.
